tion of any state the equal ptotection of It 
laws, and make all persons of color com 
patent to testify in the;conrts;6f;the sever 
al states as fully as if they Were white per 
sons. It also confers, ^on "United State 
courts jurisdiction of crimiaal eases iu 
which persons are involved who belong t 
tha class of persons denied.the same rights 
declared in the first section of said act.
